ACCUSED OF CRIME 


‘What Have I Done to De- 
serve This?’ He Asks — 
Observers Hear Him 
Scream as Fumes Rise.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7.— 
Adam Richetti, gangster associate 
of the late “Pretty Boy” Floyd, was 
executed in the lethal gas chamber 
in the Missouri Penitentiary here 
at 12:10 a. m. today for a part in 
the Kansas City Union Station 
killings in June, 1933. 

He went to his death without 
breaking the silence he has main- 
tained concerning his criminal rec- 
ord. Prison officials said two Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation agents 
who attended the execution talked 
to Richetti yesterday, but said he 
made no disclosures to them. 

Richetti was the sixth man to die 
in the lethal gas chamber since last 
March 4, under an act passed by the 
1937 Legislature substituting gas 
for hanging. 

He was removed from “B” 
cell building, where he has been con- 
fined with three other men tnder 
death sentence, about 11 o'clock, 
and was taken to the death 
house, at the east end of the peni- 
tentiary, in an automobile. A Cath- 
olic chaplain was with him until he 
was placed in the gas chamber. 


Richetti’s Last Remark. 


He retained his composure while 
the death warrant was read and he 
was led, blindfolded and clad only 
in shorts, into the chamber and 
strapped into one of the two seats. 
As the straps were fastened he 
asked one of the officers, “What 
have I done to deserve this?” 

After the steel door was bolted 


shut and the mechanism which) 


starts generation of the deadly hy- 
drocyanic gas was placed in opera- 
tion, Richetti broke for a moment 
and a muffled scream was heard 
through the steel and glass walls of 
the gas tank. Attending physicians, 
watching through a glass window, 
said he was unconscious 30 seconds 
after the gas was turned:on and 
that he was dead in three and a 
half minutes. 

Warden J. Frank Ramsey said 
Richetti made no requests of prison 
officials and none of his relatives 
was present at the execution. Two 
brothers, Joe Richetti of Bolivar, 
Mo., and Dave Richetti, residing in 
Ohio, visited him yesterday. The 
body will be taken to Bolivar for 
burial, officials said. 

Richetti had written no letters 
since he was received at the prison 
Sept. 2, although he received many 
letters from relatives. He conversed 
little with guards or visitors. 

Guard forces in the towers on the 
prison walls and at several other 
points in the prison were doubled 
last night during the execution. — 


Convicted Three Years Ago. 

The 28-year-old gangster was 
convicted of murder on June 17, 
1935. Three police officers, a Fed- 
eral agent and Frank Nash, a Fed- 
eral convict, were shot down in the 
Kansas City Union Station plaza in

HITLER, SCRATCHED 
BY BOUQUET, BARS 
FLOWER THROWING 


Directs Party Leaders to See 
That Everybody in Crowds 
Obeys Order.

BERLIN, Oct. 7.—Adolf . Hitler 
was scratched on the tace’ today 
when he was struck by a bouquet 
of flowers thrown by an admirer 
in Sudetenland. He was making a 
triumphal tour of the fourth zone 
of occupation.

As a result of the mishap,. the 
Fuehrer issued a general order say- 
ing that Nazi party leaders will 
be held responsible for seeing to it 
that fldwers are taken away from 
all persons along the line of march. 
Even small bouquets in the hands 
of spectators must be seized, 

The population also was admon- 
ished strongly by radio to refrain 
from saying it with flowers. After- 
noon papers published warnings 
against flower-throwing.

No estimate of the value of the 
estate was available. Mrs. Ruf was 
the widow of Frank A. Ruf, who 
died in 1923 after acquiring a for- 
tune in the manufacture of the 
headache remedy, Antikamnia. His 
$2,000,000 estate was left in trust 
and during her life she received 
the income. | 

Her death released the income 
to charities named in her husband's 
will, with the major share going 
to St. Louis Children’s Hospital. 

Aid for Needy. Children, 

The Public Schools Relief Fund, 
to which school teachers are the 
principal contributors, is use¢ to 
provide lunches, clothing, carfare 
and other necessaries for needy 
children. Bethesda Hospital, the 
other beneficiary of Mrs. Ruf’s res- 
idual estate, was also named in her 
husband’s will as the recipient of a 
$10,000 trust fund. 

In recent years the Public Schools 
Relief Fund has expended from 
$12,000 to $14,000 each year. 

The principal beneficiaries of spe- 
cific bequests are; members of the 
family of Edward J, Ruf, a nephew, 
of 5628 Holly Hills’ boulevard. “The 
residence at that address and $1000 
are left to Ruf. For his wife and 
two daughters three $20,000 trust 
funds are established, and for his 
son, a trust fund of $25,000. 

There is another $25,000 trust 
fund for the brother of her late 
husband, John L. Ruf’ of Des 
Mdines, Ia. Several nephews and 
nieces are named as beneficiaries of 
bequests of from $1000 to $1500. 

$5000 to “Faithful Employe.” 

To her “faithful employe for 
more than 30 years,” William 
Schmidt, Mrs. Ruf left $5000 and 
her Lincoln automobile. 

Schmidt entered the employ of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ruf in 1902. His first 
duties were to care for their horse 
and buggy, and he became chauf- 
feur when they acquired their first 
automobile’ in 1908. In later years 
he had general supervision ™ over 
household matters and the work of 
other servants.

HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 7—A spe- 
special Executive Council session | 
to consider appeals for peace with 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization was called today by 
American Federation of Labor 
leaders after Daniel Tobin, team- 
sters’ union leader, demanded con- 
ciliation. 

At the same time , Daniel W. 
Tracy, head of the Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, told newspaper 
men, he proposed to President 
Roosevelt through a third person 
last March a plan for a three-man 
mediation commission but.that the 
President did not feel at, liberty to 
inject himself into the situation at 
that time. 

Taking the floor to discuss pro- 
posals for amending the Wagner 
Act, Tobin demanded a united la- 
bor-movement. 

Delegates cheered his plea, but 
President, William Green nervously 
paced the speakers’ rostrum, and as 
soon as Tobin finished talking, 
gavelled the convention session to 
adjournment. . 


The A. F, of L. Council, ordered 
to meet tomorrow as a result of the 
Tobin speech, Tracy told reporters, 
is expected to take up not only°the 
appeal of the t rs’ union lead- 
er, but also the plea President 
Rooseyelt sent to the convention 


ay. 

Tracy said there was certain to 
be opposition to Tobin’s demand. 
“He took advantage of the situa- 
tion,” he said. “We are all in fa- 
vor of a settelment, an honorable 
settlement, not a settlement 
where any of our organizataions is 
going to lose its identity or juris- 
diction.” , 

NLRB Assailed. 

Joseph A. Padway, general coun- 
sel for the A. F. of 'L., earlier as- 
gailed the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board in an address to the 
convention. 

Denouncing the principles and 
policies of board decisions consid- 
ered adverse to A. F. of L. “craft 
unions, Padway charged that | 
Board Member Edwin 5S. Smith 
was partial to the industrial un- 
ionism advocated by the rival 
CIO, 

Federation officials already have 
declared their opposition to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s reappointment of 
Donald .Wakefield Snitth, another 
member of the three-man board. 

The Federation, Padway assert- 
ed, is still strong for the basic 
principles of the Wagner Act, 
which provides for labor’s right of 
self-organization and collective 
bargaining with employers.

One of Edwin 8S. Smith’s dissent- 
ing opinions, Padway told the con- 
vention, complained that the ma- 
jerity opinion of the board on 
representation case involving the 
Allis-Chalmers' Co. of Milwaukee 
left the determination of the prop-

a union “hostile” to industrial or“ 
ganization. 

“Why the use of the word ‘hos- 
tile’?” asked Padway. “Why the 
implication or insinuation that hos- 
tility on the part of the A. F. of 
L, to the CIO is’a gross wrong?

Smith as hostility on his part to 
these craft unions. I say that he 
stepped down from the role of 
judge, in which capacity he is 
supposed to act, and became a pro- 
ponent of the CIO.” :

The 
indictment did not allége such in- 
jury either to Fahey, who was 
struck on the head with a revolver, 
or. to Miss Gross, who was not 
harmed. 

Defense Plea to Jury. 

Kleve Flakne, court-appointed 
attorney for Couch, in a final plea 
to the jury, said Couch did not 
knowingly effect the kidnaping. 

Flakne cited testimony in. which 
Couch said he was drinking the 
night of Aug. 12, a few hours be- 
fore Miss Gross and Fahey were 
accosted. Filakne said it’ was a 
clear case of violation of the Dyer 
Act, which applies to interstate 
transportation of stolen cars. 

Couch, former St. Louisan, who 
has spent nearly all of the last 
nine years in reformato- 
ries, is on probation~in Missouri 
and already faces a continuation of 
his sentence to 1942, Flakne said. 

Victor Anderson, United States 
District Attorney, said the evidence 
was most clear that Couch effected 
kidnaping as defined in the Lind- 
Kergh law, and termed unreason- 
able a plea to free him. 

“Because of his past record,” An- 
derson declared, “I think he should 
be in Alcatraz. They had trouble 
with him over obeyifig rules in va- 
rious institutions where he was con- 
fined in Missouri.” ; 

Anderson said he would submit 
information regarding Couch’s pre- 
vious conduct to the Court for guid- 
ance in passing sentence.

Linked to British Statement. 

Bonnet’s reference to Russia was 
interpreted in conjunction with 
that of Sir John Simon in. the 
British House of Commons Wednes- 
day when Sir John, member of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain's 
“inner Cabinet,” said: 

“It is our hope that Russia will 
be willing to join in the guarantee 
of Czechoslovakia. It is most im- 
portant that she should do so.” 

The Munich conference, which 
one week ago decided that Czecho- 
slovakia should be dismembered 
to meet Hitler’s demands, excluded 
Russia. The resulting accord of 
Britain, France, Italy and Ger- 
many had been interpreted as the 
start of a four-Power directorate 
of European affairs with Russia 
left out. 

Questioning of Bonnet. 

Louis Rollin, of -the Center Re- 
publican group in the chamber, 
earlier had asked Bonnet: “If 
France had refused to sign the 
Munich agreement would England 
have been at our side?” 5 

The Foreign Minister replied: 
“England would have been at our 
side only if beforehand all means 
of concilfation had been completely 
exhausted in agreement with her.” 

To a question by Rollin as to 
whether war would have been in- 
evitable if the Munich talks had 
collapsed, Bonnet answered, “yes.” 

He also disclosed that the Span- 
ish insurgent generalissimo, Fran- 
cisco Franco, had notified France 
and Britain that insurgent Spain 
would remain strictly neutral in 
event of war over Czechoslovakia. 
Bonnet declared that Germany’s 
colonial demands were not dis- 
cussed at Munich.

Congressman Dewey Short, Mis- 
souri’s hillbilly Representative at 
Washington, and the lone Repub- 
lican in the State’s 
delegation, was in St. Louis last 
night for two campaign talks on 
behalf of William E. Buder, Repub- 


and all its works, Short spoke at 
two meetings, at the National Hall, 
1701 Allen street, and at Castle Hall, 
2839 Olive street. 

With his own campaign for re- 
election from the Seventh District, 
down in the Shepherd of the Hills 
country in Southwest Missouri “in 
the bag,” Short is free to travel 
about the country and his old- 
fashioned, rip-snorting speeches af- 
ter the manner of a Fourth of July 
orator command appreciative audi- 
ences. Tonight he will speak in 
Valparaiso, Ind., in behalf of Con- 
gressman Charles Halleck, that 
State’s only Republican in Con- 
gress, and next week will find him 
in Massachusetts, lending a hand to 
Congressmen Allen T. Treadway 
and Joseph T. Martin. 

At Home in Ozarks or Boston. 

With the mountain folk of Taney 
County, or in Boston’s Back Bay 
set, Congressman Short is equally 
at home, for there is a lot of “book 
learnin’” masked behind his hill- 
billy exterior. It was more than 20 
years ago that he shined shoes, 
skinned mules and sold newspapers 
to put himself through Marionville 
College. ‘ After that Baker Univer- 
sity, Boston University, Harvard 
University, Heidelberg, Oxford and 
the University of Berlin knew him. 
* But speaking for home consump- 
tion, as he was last night, Short is 
full of homely phrases of the Ozark 
country, and the pat expressions 
of the traditional orator on patri- 
otic themes. 

The Constitution, he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter who interviewed 
him at Hotel Statler before his 
speeches, is the “charter of our lib- 
erties and the bulwark of our free- 
dom.” President Roosevelt's “brain 
trusters” were “a lot of pecker- 
woods;” they were “tax-eating bu- 
eraucrats” and they had “not a 
thimbleful of sense.” . 

Guffey Act and NLRB. 

The Guffey Act was ‘the “Goofy 
Act” and the NLRB stood for “Now 
Let’s Ruin Business.” The Repub- 
lican party was the party of the 
people of this country, it was the 
party that made the country great. 
Since the Civil War the Democratic 
party had elected only two Presi- 
dents and one King. But the Re- 
publicans had a 50-50 arrangement 
with the Democrats — the Demo- 
crats created a great national debt 
and the Republicans paid it. 

There is a shrewd twinkle in his 
eyes as he unburdens himself in 
this fashion, but when he really 
warms up to his subject a note of 
evangelical zeal creeps into his 
voice. He was, before his election 
to Congress 10 years ago, pastor 
of the Grace Methodist Church at 
Springfield, Mo. 

“This is no ordinary political 
campaign,” he said, “this is a Holy 
Crusade, Republicans and Demo- 
crats must fight side by side to de- 
fend the Constitution and defeat 
the President in his attack on the 
Supreme Court and Congress.” 

But, he added in sorrow, the Su- 
preme Court is already lost. Death 
and resignation, with the defection, 
as Congressman Short sees it, of 
Chief Justice Hughes, have enabled 
the President to achieve what he 
sought in the court packing bill, 
although the bill itself was defeat- 
ed. So, an “independent” Congress 
is the only hope of the country. 

“Business Scared to Death.” 

An “independent” Congreés, he 
said, could “put America back to 
work.” How? “By freeing: busi- 
ness of its fears. Business ig rar- 
ing to go, but it is scared to death, 
paralyzed with fear. The first 
thing Congress muet do is free 
business from this centralized regu- 
lation and bureaucratic control 
from Washington.

is something personal, which they 
must pay, but if they make a profit 
it will be taken away from them by 
confiscatory taxation?” 

The Congressman wants to know 
how labor can consider that this 
administration is its friend, when 
the administration has split labor 
into two warring camps, and when 
13,000,000 men are pounding the 
sidewalks looking in vain for work. 
“These damn brain trusters don’t 
want the depression to end,” he 
said. “They want to use the cry of 
‘emergency’ to get more unconstitu- 
tional powers for the President. 
They thrive on the dependency of 
the people. As long as they can 
keep the mass of people depending 
on Washington—wards today and 
slaves tomorrow—they can stay in 
office.” 

When he made such speeches as 
these in Congress, Short said, Dem- 
ocrats who did not sympathize with 
the New Deal but were clubbed into 
submission by patronage and relief 
grants patted him on the back and 
encouraged him to “pour it on.” 
That was his prescription for a suc- 
cessful speech: “Pour the oil where 
the squeak is.” He finds plenty of 
squeaks in the New Deal.

that bodies of persons known or 
thought to have been murdered 
should be left undisturbed in the 
City Morgue until the arrival of an 
autopsy .surgeon. 

Dr. Padberg issued the order 
Sept. 22, instructing employes of 
the Morgue to notify his office at 


once of the arrival-of any such 


body'so that an autopsy surgeon 
might take charge. Under the or- 
der, clothing is not to be removed 
or searched or the body to be 
washed until after the autopsy. 

The employes were instructed to 
ask policemen taking bodies to the 
morgue to remain there until ar- 
rival of the autopsy physician.

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Heywood: Broun Proposes to 
Him That a Commission Make 
Study Like Recent One Abroad.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Oct. 7. — 


A recommendation for the appoint- | 


ment of a special commission to in- 
vestigate domestic labor conditions | 
in the hope of bringing peace to 
labor’s factions was made to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday by Hey- 
wood Broun and Morris Watson of 
the American Newspaper Guild, 
who reported he was giving the 
matter consideration. 

Broun said the commission might 
make a study of labor conditions 
at home similar to that made re- 
cently by a special fact-finding 
committee in Great Britain and 
Sweden. * x 

Like . that which investigated 
abroad, the proposed new group 
would make no récommendations, 
Broun said, but it might contribute 
materially to labor peace by making 
known facts on the present situa- 
tion. : 

Besides reporting on organized 
labor, the commission would study 
the problems of unorganized work- 
ers. Farmers would be consulted 
to ascertain whether their inter- 
ests paralleled those of labor. 

Suggests Possible Appointees. 

Broun said he mentioned to 
Mr. Roosevelt several persons as 
possible members of the special 
commission, including Gov. Herbert 
H. Lehmann of New York; Gen. 
Hugh $8 Johnson; Jonathan 
Daniels, North Carolina _ editor; 
Edward F.. McGrady, former Assist- 
ant Secretary of Labor; Senator 
Norris (Ind.), Nebraska; William 
Alien White, Kansas editor, and J. 
M. Patterson, publisher of the New 
work Daily News. 

He added that creation of a spe- 
cial cOmmission would avoid the 
necessity for a peace gesture by 

either the American Federation of 
Labor or the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization. 

A complete picture of the present 
labor situation, he said, “is a neces- 
sary prelude to any kind of unity in 
the labor movement.” 

It was possible, the columnist 
added, that legislation might be 
initiated after the committee re- 
ports. Such legislation could be’ 
drafted by some member of Con- 
gress who had analyzed the com- 
mission report, he said. 

Broun and Watson talked with 
newspaper. men in the presence of 
Stephen Early, White House sec- 
retary. Early commented that a 
fact-finding commission might make 
a report which would be of consid- 
erable value. 

Two Chances for Peace. 

After the report of such a com- 
mission as suggested, Broun told 
reporters, there would be two pos- 
sible courses for peace between 
labor factions—co-operation within 
labor itself or presidential media- 
tion in the A. F..L.-CIO dispute. 

Broun added that labor groups 
are fearful of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. This fear, he added, was well 
grounded. 

Watson said ie took up with the 
President the problem of “migratory 
newspaper men” who are unem- 
ployed. At present, he said, these 
workers cannot receive relief be- 
cause of the requirement that a re- 
cipient must have beén a resident 
of a given locality for two years. 

Watson said Mr. Roosevelt looked 
favorably on an extension of the 
“living newspaper” program which 
nas been started by the WPA in 
New York.

The main Japanese cross-country 
force, Chinese said, still was a con- 
siderable distance from the railway. 
The cavalry detachment was admit- 
ted to have raided Liuling, 92 miles 
north of Harikow, and Japanese as- 
serted the railway had been sev- 
ered. 

The invaders reached Liuling 
after weeks of heavy fighting 
westward through Anhwei and Ho- 
nan provinces, For the last 14 days 
the opposing’ armies at times had 
struggled knee-deep in mud during 
almost continuous rains. 

When weather permitted, Japa- 
nese used their superiority in avi- 
ation and artillery to blast a path 
for troops advancing against seem- 
ingly unending waves of reinforce- 
ments from Central China’s vast 
reservoir of man power. 

Japanese were forced to start the 
eross-country drive against the vita] 
railway line when Yellow River 
floods the first week in June halt- 
ed the invaders’ thrust against 
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Chengchow, railway junction point 
300 miles north of Hankow. 


Beginning of Two Drives. 
Then they had been within sight 
of Chengchow, goal of spring fight- 
ing in a campaign to open a rail- 
way route to Hankow from Peiping, 
captured in the first month of the 
warfare, which started July 7, 1937. 
The cross-country column started 
from Hofei, in Central Anhwei 
Province, and the Yangtze River 
column, after capture July 26 of 
Kiukiang, 145 miles down stream 
from Hankow, began a difficult 
drive up the hill-lined banks. 
From their newly won position 
at Kichun, Japanese faced great ob- 
stacles in.the Yangtze campaign. 
Chinese have established strong de- 
fense positions in the hills and are 
prepared to make the invaders pay 
a heavy price if they are deter- 
mined to reach Hankow. by the 
river route. — : 
Concentration on. the railway ap- 
proach to Hankow from the north 
was considered more likely.

Army, which long 
has harassed Japanese North China 
garrisons, was said to be the largest 
encircling operation yet attempted. 

The four Japanese columns en- 
gaged in the operation: were driv- 
ing toward the Wutai Mountains of 
Northeastern Shansi Province, in 
the northernmost fighting of the 
war.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 7.— 
Strikes, affecting more than 200 
truck drivers, were called last 
night on three major truck. freight 
lines operating out of Springfield 
and Joplin, Mo. 

Two Springfield firms, Campbell 
66 Express, with terminals here, in 
Joplin, St. Louis, Kansas City and 

and Powell Brothers, were 
included. the strike call. 

Negotiations, conducted between 
notice of the «strike and the 6 

o'clock time set for.the strike, 
averted halting of operations on 
the Powell line, however. — 

The third firm affected is the 
Tri-State Motor Transport of Jop- 
lin. More than 80 Campbell driv- 
ers are affected. Frank Campbell, 
president of the firm, said that he 


had refused to sign a contract with | 


the union because “it was drawn up 
in Chicago and they refused to ne- 
gotiate with me. I could settle with 
my drivers in just a few minutes.” 

He predicted that, despite the 
strike, his trucks would be in the 
Springfield Terminal on time today. 

The strikes were ordered by a 
System Committee of the unions. 
The committee met in Joplin yes- 
terday. Floyd Webb, business 
agent of the Joplin local, said that 
the agreements presented to the op- 
erators were blanket agreements for 
“over the road” operators and that 
the uniform contract has been 
handed to firms in 11 states. It 
was designed to serve as a “basis 
of negotiations,” he said. 

Webb and Harry Powell, head of 
the Powell firm, reached a verbal 
agreement by long distance tele- 
phone before the deadline. It in- 
volves about 10 employesin the Jop- 
lin local. Powell said his contract 
with the Springfield union did not 
expire for 10 months. Campbell's 
system agreement expired © about 
Sept. 1. 

Webb said failure to sign the 
contracts was due to “some friction 
‘between the unions and an associa- 
tion of the line operators.” It was 
reliably reported in Kansas City 
that 100 firms in the 11-State area 
had signed the contract and that 
300 had not yet signed it. 

Trucks of Campbell and Tri- 
State were ordered held in tremi- 
nals at Joplin, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Tulsa and Kansas City. 

Webb said a System Committee, 
which he heads, would meet in 
Joplin today and endeavor to reach 
an agreement with operators. 

Approximately 100 trucks were 
parked at the Tri-State yards in 
Joplin.

In 1930, Dr. ‘Woodson, who has 
studied the species for 12 years 
and is considered a leading author- 
ity, wrote a scientific article on 
dogbane, which was published in 
the annals of the Garden. 

Discussing the economic value 
of dogbane, Dr. Woodson pointed 
out that the fiber was of great 
strength and fineness and of great 
promise, especially-in the manufac: 

of | 
Oe ee Potential Value. 

He’ quoted other botanists who 
had made similar findings in some} 
of the species, and he expressed the 
opinion that the dogbanes offered 
great advantage over flax in the 
production of fiber. He also called 
attention to the plant’s latex con- 
tent, also found in plants from 
which rubber is made, and stressed 
that one of the species thrives on 
arid land unfit for any other aft 
cultural use. 

“With square miles of such waste 
land lying idle in Western North 
America, the value of such a crop 
should be enormous,” Dr. Woodson 
wrote. 

Several months after publication 
of the article, he received a letter 
from tthe Plant Introduction Bu- 
reau at Leningrad, in which the 
chief of the bureau said he had not- 
ed the article “with great intrest.” 
The letter said that European va- 
rieties of the dogbane had already 
attracted the attention of Rus- 
sian botanists, “and, in view of the 
commanding importance of the sub- 
ject, our Government is initiating 
large-scale investigation and ex- 
perimental work in order to solve } 
the problem of the suitability of the 
plant to substitute for the deficient 
cotton fiber. Large plantations 
have been. stablished in Middle 
Asia, as well as a number of mills 
for the elaboration of the.fiber.”. -

BARRED IN FASCIST DECREE 


Grand Council Also Forbids Control of Busi‘ 
“ness Employing More Than 100—Vet- 
erans’ Families Get Exemptions. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 7. — Italy struck at 
“world Hebrewism” as the “inspirer 
of anti-Fascism” today by for- 
bidding intermarriage of Jews and 
Italians and restricting Jewish 
economic activity. 

The: Fascist Grand Council early 
‘today laid down the regulations in 
a series of orders for “defense of 
the Italian ” which evidently 
were imbued th the spirit of 
empire. 

Many of the new restrictions were 
directed against Jews, but the policy 
was drafted on broad lines to af- 
fect “African, Semitic and other 
races” than Italian. 

The Grand Council declared the 
necessity for “race consciousness” 
to be urgent “since the conquest. 
of empire,” and called for “quanti- 
tative and qualitative betterment” 
of the Italian race.

It made two concessions to Jews 
in line with Premier Mussolini’s 
promise of moderation in his 
speech at Trieste Sept. 18,,exempt- 
ing Jews who had served the coun- 
try mieritoriously in war and hold- 
ing out the possibility of sanctuary 
for Jews in Ethiopia. 

The mixed marriage pronibition 
forbids .union of [Italians and 
“African, Semitic and other races,” 
and marriage of civilian and mili- 
tary employes of the state to “for- 
eign women of whatever race.”

DE VALERA SEEKS VOTE

Government circles in Dublin 
predicted that four of the six coun- 
ties now cut off from the Dublin 
Government would vote for Dublin 
if such a plebiscite were held. 

De Valera was understood to have 
emphasized. to Chamberlain that

The predominantly Protestant 
northern counties were cut off in 
1920 when the Irish Free State was 
established. The name of Ireland 
was re-established in’ December, 
1937, when the néw Irish constitu- 
tion went into effect.

of recording variations in blood 
conteht in various parts of the hu- 
man. body, he related today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The technique has been applied 
to the study of the blood vessels in 
the skin of the fingers, toes, ear, 
face and nose and the blood vessels 
of the eyelids, lips, tongue, nasal 
séptum arid eye. Several hospitals 
have inquired how they might ap~ 
ply the technique in studying cases 
of blood vessel diseases. 

It all came about in this fashion 
two years ago. Dr. Hertzman, who 
is associate professor of physiology, 
was making a study of high blood 
pressure and, as part of the inves- 
tigation, was studying the blood 
pressure in a rat’s tail, using an 
“electric eye” device. Something 
went wrong with the amplifier and 
in an attempt to find out what was 
the matter, Dr. Hertzman put his 
finger under the beam of light. He 
noticed, much to his surprise, that 
the record from the light varied 
with the beat of his heart, From 
that point it was a relatively sim- 
ple matter to apply the principle in 
recording variations in blood con< 
tent from various parts of the body, 

The principle involved in this; 
The more blood there is in the part 
of the body under study the more 
opaque the part becomes. There- 
fore the current generated by the 
electric eye, or photo-electric cell, 
is reduced in proportion to the de- 
crease in the amount Of light reach- 
ing it. 

Dr. Hertzman added: “The blood 
content of a part of the body varies 
with the heart beat and with the 
state of blood vessels. Hence the. 
technique permits a study of the 
action of the heart, but more im- 
portantly a study of the state of the 
blood vessels.” | 

Results from such a procedure, 
he continued, may be related to 
studies of body temperature regu- 
lation, the mechanism of fever and 
studies of the pathology of peri- 
pheral blood vessels in high blood 
pressure, hardening of the arteries 
and Raynaud’s disease. 

He demonstrated his technique at 
the International Physiological 
Congress in Zurich, Switzerland, 
from which he returned recently, 
A member of the St. Louis Univer- 
sity faculty for 11 years, Dr. Hertz.

VERY player knows, or at least 
has heard, about keeping the 
“danger hand” out of the lead, 
but most of them are very vague 
as to the modus operandi.

South was rather up against it 
after East’s one diamond overcall, 
One no trump was not highly at» 
tractive because South had only a 
single diamond stopper and such 
a no trump usually indicates two 
stoppers. But since South had too 
much to pass, and since a simple 
club raise did not represent his 
strength in the other three suits, 
he chose the no trump as the least 
of all evils. When North raised to 
two no trump, South hoped that 
North was showing auxiliary dia- 
mond strength and, rather than 
hang one short of game, bravely 
rebid. 

The diamond ten was opened, and 
if declarer had played automatical- 
ly from dummy, he would soon have 
found his contract going up the 
flue. The “normal” play is to duck 
in dummy and either to hold up 
the king or to win immediately with 
it. Obviously, if dummy ducks at 
the first trick, East contents him- 
self with a high signal. Then, when 
West takes the lead with the club 
ace, another diamond through the 
queen lets East run the entire suit. 
If South holds up the king, dia- 
monds are continued, and East has 
an entry in the heart ace. 

These dangers were avoided by 
South’s correct action in covering 
the diamond ten. Now it was East 
who was “out of luck.” If he won 
with the diamond ace, he could not 
return another diamond. without giv- 
ing declarer two stoppers. If he 
failed to put up the ace, the queen 
would hold and declarer’s king 
would act as the second stopper. Ai 
third choice of plays did East no 
more good than the first two would 
ave done him. He took the dia- 
mond queen with the ace and, in 
a desperate effort to put West in 
for another diamond lead through 
dummy’s nine spot, led a low heart. 
Declarer, however, hopped up with 
the queen and promptly knocked 
out the club ace. Now the diamond 
return had no fangs. Declarer’s king 
won and five club tricks and two 
spades completed the contract.
